than  a  return  to  the  past. 

The  world  forged  ahead;  but  it  did  so 
by  capturing,  repeating,  and  correct- 
ing the  past.

".  .  .  I  shall  resign  the  Presidency 

effective  at  noon  tomorrow"  uttered 

Richard  M.  Nixon  August  8,    1 974,  as  he 

became  the  first  President  to  quit 

his  post. 

Forced  to  resign  because  of  his 
involvement  in  the  Watergate  cover-up, 
Mr.  Nixon  became  a  private  citizen; 
and  Gerald  R.  Ford  took  the  oath  of 
office.  Months  of  deliberation  follow- 
ed before  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  began 
his  first  day  as  Vice-President. 

The  culmination  of  this  movement 

forward  gave  us  for  the  first  time 

two  leaders  not  elected  by  popular 

vote.  We  had  aimed  forward  because 

the  Constitution  proved  itself,  but 

we  could  not  ignore  the  inherent  step 

backward  while  correcting  the  situation. 

Meanwhile,  the  media  shouted  about 

another  problem,  Congress  grumbled 

about  it,  and  we  felt  it— the  pinch 

of  the  shrinking  dollar.  It  gripped 

us  tighter  until  progress  led  to  the 


worst  inflation  in  our  history. 

The  stock  market  quavered,  major  indus- 
tries laid  off  workers,  and  the  longest 
lines  since  the  Great  Depression  waited 
outside  the  unemployment  offices. 

The  past  truly  appeared  recaptured,  and 

the  nation  cowered  under  the  shadow 

of  1929. 

As  a  nation  of  concerned  volunteers, 
we  appeared  in  early  1  974  to  be  truly 
concerned  with  whipping  the  energy 
problems.  We  slowed  down  on  the  high- 
ways and  lowered  the  temperature  of 
our  homes. 

But  as  we  aimed  forward,  our  concen- 
tration waned,  and  we  captured  the 
past  by  pushing  down  the  gas  pedal 
and  turning  up  the  thermostats.  We 
thus  increased  our  consumption,  our 
oil  imports,  our  utility  prices,  and 
our  problem.

Locally,  the  Keenan  Hotel,  long  a  p6rt 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  skyline  and  steeped 
in  history,  became  a  pile  of  rubble, 
repeating  the  recent  past  when  the 
Van  Orman  was  also  torn  down. 

Interest  in  conserving  the  past  aimed 
us  forward  when  a  group  of  concerned 
citizens  banded  together  to  save  the 
Embassy  Theatre,  hoping  to  restore  and 
preserve  the  architectural  wonder  of 
'the  vaudeville  era. 

■The  past  was  also  captured  as  ground 
breaking  ceremonies  took  place  on  the 
banks  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  in  prepa- 
ration for  the  building  of  the  replica 
of  old  Fort  Wayne. 


The  weather  aimed  us  forward  backward. 
Many  Indiana  residents  shivered  in  the 
spring  cold  April  3,   1  974,  after  a  rash 
of  tornadoes  ripped  through  the  area. 
Over-all  devastation  in  the  state  was 
reminiscent  of  Palm  Sunday,  7  965,  as 
48  Hoosiers  were  killed,  946  injured, 
2000  homes  destroyed,  and  two  north- 
eastern Indiana  towns  nearly  wiped 
off  the  map. 

Progress  was  also  halted  by  a  summer 
drought  which  almost  destroyed  the  corn 
crop,  and  early  frosts  ruined  the  soy- 
beans, handing  many  farmers  in  our  area 
a  financial  setback.

Because  the  last  class  with  students 
from  the  Village  Woods  area  graduated, 
less  crowded  hallways,  as  in  1 968, 
faced  the  707  enrollees  during  passing 
periods.  For  the  first  time  in  years, 
the  entire  student  body  could  convene 
at  one  time  in  the  cafetorium  to 
enjoy  convocations. 

But,  a  cutback  of  five  staff  members, 
forced  us  backward  in  our  progress. 
Larger  classes  had  to  be  formed, 
giving  many  of  us  the  feeling  of 
the  old-fashioned  one-room  school 
of  the  past. 

The  past  was  captured  as  the  1950's 
became  known  as  "the  good  old  days." 
Many  of  us  faithfully  sat  in  front 
of  our  television  sets  on  Tuesday 
nights  to  relive  the  era  through 
"Happy  Days." 

Even  the  coiffures  of  our  female 
students  turned  to  the  past,  as  more 
of  the  thirties  look  was  seen  in 
the  hallways. 


Bicycle  sales  in  the  country  zoomed, 
bringing  back  images  of  more  simple 
times.  Instead  of  the  school  bus  or 
automobile,  bikes  became  a  popular 
mode  of  transportation  for  many. 

We  were  aimed  forward  backward  when 
thd  office  was  vandalized  in  December, 
just  as  it  had  been  four  years  ago. 
The  entire  school  unwittingly  fell 
into  the  hands  of  a  practical  joker, 
when  suddenly,  nearly  every  room 
in  the  building  lost  its  room  number 
sign,  confusing  visitors. 

Correction  of  the  past  occurred  when 
workmen  began  the  $14,000  repair  job 
on  the  roof  of  the  academic  wing. 
The  structural  defects  and  leaking 
had  plagued  us  since  our  first  year. 
And,  the  stage  finally  received  a 
dimmer  board  system,  and  the  journa- 
lism department  moved  into  its  own 
room  fitted  with  typesetting  and 
headliner  machines.

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Daily  routines  broken  by  the  year's 
special  events  made  the  kit  of 
survival  aim  forward  backward. 

We  moved  backward  during  Homecoming 
as  we  repeated  the  tradition  of 
making  the  week  the  most  spirited 
of  the  year.  The  pile  of  wood  for 
the  bonfire  was  ignited  a  day  early 
by  some  unknown  culprit,  dupli- 
cating the  action  of  a  year  ago. 

The  "Winter  Wonderland"  dance, 
sponsored  by  Swing  Choir,  replaced 
the  modern  evening  of  rock,  blue 
jeans,  and  sweat  shirts  with  the 
past  idea  of  semi-formal  dress. 
And,  the  Junior  Prom  moved  backward 
when  held  outside  the  school 
as  in  1971. 

Adding  the  Freshman  Picnic  aimed  us 
forward  to  a  new  appreciation  of 
our  incoming  classmates,  correcting  a 
communication  void  in  the  past. 

The  past  was  recalled  by  annual 


events  such  as  music  concerts, 
dress  review,  dramatic  productions, 
art  show,  and  Fall  Carnival.  The 
Carnival  again  moved  us  forward  in 
our  goal  to  decrease  the  yearbook 
debt  while  the  Buskins'  two  stage 
presentations  repeated  their  efforts 
of  two  years  ago. 

Many  students,  feeling  the  effect 

of  inflation,  found  it  necessary 

to  find  part-time  employment. 

They  aimed  forward  economically,  but 

many  found  the  time  taken  away  from 

school-related  activities  pushing 

them  backward. 

The  sounds  of  "Pomp  and  Circum- 
stance" aimed  the  graduates  for- 
ward to  an  unknown  future  by  repe- 
tition of  the  traditional  cere- 
mony of  the  past.

With  such  familiar  Burt  Bacharach 
music  as  "I'll  Never  Fall  in  Love 
Again,"  the  score  accentuated  the 
story  of  a  young  executive,  played 
by  senior  Dan  May,  caught  up  in 
the  whirlwind  office  world.

Tank  aim  forward  backward. 

Noticeably,  larger  classes  filled 

most  rooms  from  the  first  day. 

The  cut-back  in  number  of  faculty 

had  forced  the  change,  moving  us 

backward,  while  the  teaching  that 

flowed  in  the  rooms  kept  us  moving 

ever  forward. 

Because  of  the  drop  in  enrollment, 

fewer  teachers,  and  thus  conflicts 

arising  in  time  offerings  in  the 

six-period  day,  some  classes  had 

to  be  dropped  from  the  curriculum, 

aiming  some  of  us  backward,  for 

we  could  not  enroll  in  the  courses 

considered  our  first  choices. 

But,  while  taking  this  backward 
step,  Spanish  Culture,  Conversa- 
tional Spanish,  Values,  Bible  Lit, 


and  Senior  Business  made  their 

debuts,  compensating  for  this  and 

aiming  us  forward  again. 

We  aimed  forward  backward  with  the 

addition  of  new  equipment.  This 

equipment,  correcting  voids  of  the 

past,  gave  our  academic  pursuits 

new  life.  Journalism  classes, 

business  students,  science  labs, 

and  art  and  music  enthusiasts  all 

profited  by  its  use.

and  three  students  on  independent 

study  went  in-depth  with  their 

particular  skills  and  interests. 

Music  majors  in  Theory  and  Harmony 
created  an  arrangement  of  "Frosty 


the  Snowman,"  hearing  it  played 
by  an  instrumental  ensemble. 

After  studying  nutrition  and 

serving,  edible  creations  were 

prepared  in  Boys'  Foods  for  the 

final  project,  a  smorgasbord 

with  faculty  members  as  guests. 

The  Creative  Writing  class'  first 

literary  magazine,  "Broken  Glass," 

contained  student  poems,  character 

sketches,  and  mood  expressions.

Enrollment  in  Biology  and  Physi- 
ology meant  dissection  of  various 
organisms  along  the  evolutionary 
scale  in  order  to  identify  bones, 
muscles,  and  body  tissues.  Rather 
than  the  usual  cat  specimens  in 
Physiology,  minks  were  utilized  as 
an  economical  move. 

Theory  and  Harmony  students  ana- 
lyzed notes  and  rhythms,  while  in 
Music  Appreciation,  dissection  of 
music  and  styles  of  great  compo- 


sers occupied  the  class  members. 
Those  in  Band  found  dissection, 
both  individual  and  section,  nec- 
essary with  each  new  selection. 

Correct  punctuation  and  capital- 
ization were  stressed  in  Academic 
Grammar  as  students  dissected  sen- 
tences, studying  the  use  and  part 
of  speech  of  words,  phrases,  and 
clauses  within  them. 

Those  in  Freshman  Grammar  dealt 
with  simpler  sentences  and  basic 
grammatical  structure,  and  better 
business  communication  was  studied 
in   Business  English  after  concen- 
tration on  grammar.

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In  five  classes,  conservation  was 

a  key  word  in  relation  to  money, 

time,  and  environment. 

In  Conservation  class,  not  only 
were  soil,  water,  and  forest  con- 
servation discussed,  but  also  the 
use  of  pesticides  and  urban  envir- 
onmental conditions. 

Outside  speakers  were  utilized  to 

stress  the  work  being  done  in  the 

conservation  scene.  Mr.  George 

Kennedy,  Wildlife  Management  Biol- 


ogist of  Northern  Indiana  presen- 
ted the  state's  view  while  local 
conservation  officer,  Gary  Bontra- 
ger,  explained  his  job.  Mr.  Jim 
Lake,  head  of  the  Black  Creek  Sed- 
imentation Project,  the  only  one 
of  its  kind,  explained  what  is 
being  learned  there. 

Learning  various  methods  to  con- 
serve the  environment  as  a  farmer 
was  covered  in  Vocational  Agricul- 
ture. Those  in  Family  Relations 
found  money  conservation  important 


as  they  prepared  family  budgets 

and  planned  their  weddings;  and  in 

Speed  Reading,  the  conservation  of 

time  was  the  end  result. 

Besides  studying  ecology,  Biology 
students  made  leaf  and  twig  col- 
lections. Mr.  Donald  Sarrazine, 
teacher,  stressed  such  projects 
teach  conservation  when  he  said, 
"Once  they  become  aware  of  these 
things,  an  appreciation  starts  to 
evolve.  So,  maybe,  we  are  work- 
ing on  attitude  most  of  all."

dents in  science  to  examine  the 
internal  organ  system  of  animals. 

While  business  students  used  new 
typewriters,  printing  calculators, 
and  machines  room,  home  economics 
classes  saved  cooking  time  with 
a  micro-wave  oven. 

Art  students  used  their  ingenuity 
to  build  a  raku  kiln,  thus  saving 
money  to  purchase  a  regular  kiln. 


And  a  much  needed  dimmer  board 
and  15  new  spotlights  graced  the 
stage  for  the  spring  musical. 

Sophisticated  equipment  greeted 
audio-visual  users  as  a  console 
generator  created  special  effects, 
such  as  split-screen  and  super- 
imposing, in  student-produced 
television  programs.  Also  in  use 
was  the  25  inch  color  television 
set  and  opaque  projector.

While  Sociology  students  delved 
into  statistics  of  marriage  and 
divorce,  those  in  College  Writing 
prepared  their  final  project,  a 
term  paper  based  on  research  of 
a  minimum  of  eight  sources.

Calculators  and  voltage  meters 
aided  in  the  eauating  of  mathema- 
tical and  electrical  problems. 

General  Math  focused  on  situations 
faced  in  everyday  life  while  Alge- 
bra students  worked  with  a  variety 
of  eauations  to  find  the  unknown. 

Two  and  three  dimensional  shapes 
occupied  the  time  of  Geometry  stu- 
dents, and  Advanced  Math  classes 
utilized  electronic  calculators 
and  slide  rules  when  they  delved 


into  calculus,  trigonometry,  and 
analytic  geometry. 

Mr.  Cletus  Heimann's  second  semes- 
ter classes  found  student  teacher 
Mr.  Steven  Romary  aiding  them  in 
their  mathematical  endeavors.

In  six  academic  areas,  students 
came  to  a  better  understanding  of 
themselves  and  others  through  pro- 
jects, discussion,  and  reading. 

Fifteen  Psychology  class  students 
conducted  an  experiment  in  group 
therapy.  Guided  by  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Schnepf,  Psychometrist  for  East 
Allen  Schools,  the  weekly  sessions 
gave  students  the  opportunity  to 
listen  to  and  discuss  each  others' 
problems  and  opinions.  Commenting 


on  the  experiment,  Mrs.  Schnepf 
said,  "It  has  been  rewarding  for 
me,  and  I'm  sure  the  students  are 
learning  from  it." 

Discussion  in  Sociology  centered 
on  society's  basic  social  institu- 
tions. Fort  Wayne  Sheriff  Charles 
Meeks  and  a  probation  officer  were 
featured  speakers  during  the  unit 
on  crime  and  punishment. 


To  gain  a  better  understanding  of 


child  psychology,  Child  Care  class 
conducted  a  week-long  playschool.

Intensive  Lab  girls  took  command  of 


equipment  and  work  during  the  two- 
hour  block  of  time  each  day.  Simu- 
lating an  actual  business  office, 
the  girls  rotated  jobs  every  three 
weeks,  gaining  a  command  of  varied 
office  experiences.

Freshmen  learned  to  take  command  of 
basic  writing  skills  in  Freshman 
Composition,  and  those  enrolled  in 
Band  and  Choir  found  that  a  presen- 
tation before  an  audience  demanded 
a  command  of  music  skills  and  the 
attention  of  an  audience.
